It worried the people who were trying 
to read by it, so they decided to do 


their own plumbing and open up the 
line. They conceived the idea of run­ 
ning a wire through the lend to the 
bad light. 
In order to do this they 
turned out the two good lights and 
began unscrewing the chandelier from 
the ceiling. 
They did not think of 
turning the gas off in the cellar. Mrs. 
Emma Gavin was on the ladder doing 
the work and Mr. Jones was direct­ 
ing the modus operand!. 
But the gas didn’t understand his 
language. 
When the chandelier was 
loosened at the top the gas rushed out 
into the room, and 
ignited. 
The 
house was thrown into a turmoil, and 
the paper began burning. 
It really 
was serious for a few moments. Will 
Pearsey heard

rushed to the Jones home. 
He im­ 
mediately thought of the cut off in 
the cellar and went down and shut 
out the disobedient gas. The damage 
to the home is slight. 
Mrs. Garin 
and Mrs. Jones both escaped injury. 
The bad light has been repaired.
